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The  recently  completed  60th  Annual  Convention  of  Florida  United  Numismatists  truly  was  a  memorable 
event.  Convention  co-chairs  Bob  Hurst  and  Bob  Russell  deserve  high  praise,  as  does  convention  co¬ 
ordinator  Cindy  Wibker,  who  did  her  usual  amazing  job  of  running  the  world's  largest  coin  convention. 
All  told,  the  January  FUN  show  set  up  a  total  of  630  booths  using  930  tables,  an  all-time  FUN  record. 
The  latest  figures  show  that  attendance  exceeded  10,000  for  this  convention. 

201 5  marks  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  sinking  of  the  great  Spanish  Treasure  Fleet  off  the  east  coast 
of  Florida  during  a  hurricane.  Hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  coins,  bullion  and  artifacts  came 
ashore  or  were  dumped  in  shallow  waters  along  the  coast.  Many  of  those  items  were  eventually 
housed  in  the  State  of  Florida's  Museum  in  Tallahassee.  Some  of  the  never-before-seen  items  were 
displayed  for  all  to  see  at  the  recent  FUN  convention.  I  hope  all  of  you  took  the  opportunity  to  see 
them.  They  were  AMAZING! 

The  United  States  Mint  also  had  a  large  presence  at  this  convention.  Hundreds  of  attendees  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  chance  to  buy  their  favorite  items  directly  from  the  mint.  In  addition  to  the  U.S.  Mint, 
FUN  also  had  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  attendance.  The  two  groups  were  together, 
under  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department  title,  and  were  also  supported  by  the  treasurer  of  the  U.S.,  Rosie 
Rios,  on  Thursday.  My  thanks  to  all  the  mint  employees  who  helped  to  make  this  possible. 

All  told,  Heritage  Rare  Coin  Auctions  sold  a  reported  $81  million  worth  of  numismatic  items  during  the 
FUN  convention.  Dealer  Kevin  Lipton  purchased  a  rare  1792  Birch  cent  and  a  1792  Eagle-on-Globe 
copper  quarter  at  a  combined  cost  of  over  $4.9  million.  Two  of  the  four  known  1 776  Continental  Dollars 
struck  in  silver  each  sold  for  over  $1 .5  million,  while  a  1792  disme  in  copper  realized  over  $1  million. 
Congratulations  to  Steve  Ivy,  Jim  Halperin,  and  the  entire  staff  at  Heritage  for  yet  another  amazing 
FUN  auction! 

As  a  group,  the  1 8  educational  programs  at  the  201 5  January  FUN  convention  drew  a  record  number 
of  attendees.  I'd  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  ALL  of  the  speakers  who  generously  shared  their  knowl¬ 
edge  with  their  fellow  collectors.  COIN  WORLD  editor  Steve  Roach  and  NUMISMATIC  NEWS  editor 
David  Harper  each  took  time  out  of  their  ultra-busy  schedules  to  present  terrific  educational  seminars. 
We  hope  you  enjoyed  them. 

Every  FUN  officer  and  board  member  worked  extra  hard  to  make  this  FUN  convention  a  huge  success. 
When  you  see  these  folks  in  their  traditional  orange  jackets,  be  sure  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of 
them.  And  remember,  these  folks  are  VOLUNTEERS! 

One  final  note  is  necessary.  Sadly,  hard-working  FUN  board  member  Gary  Overton  passed  away 
during  the  convention.  A  former  president  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Association,  Gary  served  on 
the  FUN  board  since  1995.  This  wonderful  man  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  him.

FUN  2015  was  my  22nd  FUN  show  to  organize  as  convention  coordinator,  and  I  think  it  may  have 
been  the  best  one  so  far!  The  bourse  floor  was  sold  out  in  early  November,  and  I  accumulated  a  long 
waiting  list  of  dealers  for  tables.  We  could  have  sold  another  30-40  tables  if  we  had  them  to  offer!  As 
it  was,  we  had  630  tables,  plus  some  very  special  guests  to  keep  the  public  entertained  and  offer  them 
some  wonderful  educational  opportunities. 


Our  special  guests  for  2015  included  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  with  their  billion  dollar  dis¬ 
play  and  demonstrations  on  the  spider  press,  the  United  States  Mint  with  product  for  sale  and  educa¬ 
tional  exhibits  about  engraving  dies  and  striking  coins,  a  phenomenal  exhibit  of  shipwreck  treasure 
items  from  the  Florida  State  Museum  in  Tallahassee,  Rosie  Rios  (United  States  Treasurer)  helping 
with  ribbon  cutting  and  signing  autographs  Thursday,  Eureka  Minting  making  special  FUN  show 
medals  on  an  old-fashioned  screw  press,  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  teaching  attendees  how  to  pan  for 
gold,  Ray  Dillard  rolling  special  FUN  2015  elongated  coins  at  his  booth,  and  Dennis  Boggs  mingling 
with  the  public  as  Abe  Lincoln.  Taking  advantage  of  all  these  things  offered  by  FUN,  as  well  as  looking 
for  special  items  for  your  collection  on  the  bourse  floor,  requires  multiple  days  of  attendance  at  the 
convention!

FUN  Director  Gary  A  Overton  passed  away  on  January  9,  2015 
and  was  laid  to  rest  on  his  63rd  birthday  in  his  home  town  of 
Tazewell  Tennessee.  He  will  be  deeply  missed  by  all  his  friends, 
associates  and  fellow  FUN  board  members.  Gary  was  62  years 
old.  Gary  is  survived  by  his  loving  wife  Mary(photo  below),  his 
daughters  Katy,  Heidi  and  Sheena,  his  parents  Clarence  and 
Joyce  Overton,  and  his  brothers  Terry  and  Bud.  Gary  was  pre¬ 
ceded  in  death  by  his  brother  Steve. 

A  memorial  service  for  Gary  was  held  January  15,  2015  at  the 
Patrick  AFB  South  Chapel  Satellite  Beach  Florida  followed  by  a 
memorial  at  American  Legion  Post  200.  The  service  was  attended 
by  a  number  of  FUN  board  members,  his  American  Legion  and 
numismatic  associates  and  friends.  Gary  was  honored  by  a  full 
military  ceremony  by  the  Patrick  AFB  Honor  Guard  including  a  gun 
salute  and  taps.  Gary  was  interred  at  the  Fairview  Cemetery  in 
his  home  town  of  Tazewell  Tennessee. 

Gary  collapsed  at  the  hotel  in  the  evening  after  leaving  the  FUN 
Show  for  the  day.  Gary’s  dedication  to  FUN  was  second  only  to 
his  devotion  to  his  family. 

Gary  was  known  for  his  quiet  but  knowledgeable  manner  on  nu¬ 
merous  subjects.  His  fellow  board  members  from  his  church,  Le¬ 
gion  and  numismatic  organizations  all  said  that  when  Gary  made 
comments  they  listened  as  Gary  was  usually  correct. 

Gary  was  first  elected  to  the  FUN  board  in  1996  and  served  in 
many  different  capacities  including  photo  ID.  He  became  a  full¬ 
time  coin  dealer  (owner  of  The  Coin  Shop  in  Satellite  Beach, 
Florida)  when  he  retired  from  the  U.S.  Air  Force  in  1992,  eventu¬ 
ally  also  becoming  a  coin  supply  dealer  (owner  of  Space  Coast 
Coin  Supply  in  Satellite  Beach).  Eventually  Gary’s  daughter  Katy 
became  actively  involved  in  both  coin  shops. 

Gary  became  a  collector  while  stationed  in  Maryland.  He  collected 
Gulf  Oil  memorabilia  and  firearms  but  would  deal  in  any  collecta¬ 
ble  including  U.S.  and  world  coins,  currency,  paper  wills,  badges, 
guns,  knives,  deeds  and  other  items.  Gary  had  a  wonderful  repu¬ 
tation  for  loving  to  make  deals  and  for  being  a  fair  and  honest 
dealer.  He  was  a  supply  dealer  at  FUN  Shows  for  many  years. 
Gary  was  always  known  for  his  reasonable  prices,  accurate  order 
fulfillment  and  especially  his  extremely  fast  shipments. 

In  addition  to  membership  in  FUN,  Gary  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  Blue  Ridge  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  (past  president  and  life  member),  Tennessee  State  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  (life  member),  Central  Florida  Coin  Club,  South 
Brevard  Coin  Club,  Titusville  Coin  Club,  South  Carolina  Numis¬ 
matic  Association,  and  Georgia  Numismatic  Association  (life  mem¬ 
ber). 

Gary  retired  from  the  U.S.  Air  Force  as  a  Master  Sergeant  having 
served  overseas  in  Germany  and  in  the  U.S.  He  met  Mary  in  1975 
while  both  served  in  the  USAF  at  a  base  in  Kansas.

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Wow1!!,  the  60th  annual  FUN  Show  is  now  history,  but  what  a  show.  There  were  630  dealer  tables  with  30  on 
a  waiting  list.  The  US  Mint,  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  and  the  1715  Spanish  Treasure  Fleet  artifacts 
exhibit  were  the  big  highlights  of  the  show. 

Attendance  was  estimated  at  over  10,000.  The  parking  lots  filled  by  9:30AM.  each  day. 

We  opened  the  show  Thursday  morning  at  10AM  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  US,  Rosie  Rios  and  Mr.  Commem, 
Anthony  Swiatek  speaking  briefly  before  the  ribbon  cutting.  It  was  39  degrees  outside  but  things  were  popping 
inside.  The  1715  Fleet  exhibit  had  an  area  of  50  X  80  with  carpeting.  Virtually  every  item  on  display  had  not 
been  seen  by  the  public  in  30  years.  There  were  everyday  items  used  on  a  ship  to  cannon,  muskets,  and 
swords,  to  gold  bars/  discs  and  silver  coins.  Thanks  goes  out  to  Co-chairman  of  the  show  Bob  Hurst  for  procur¬ 
ing  this  exhibit.  Co-chair  Bob  Russell  promoted  FUN’s  60th  anniversary  and  did  a  great  job. 

At  the  US  Mint/  B.E.P.  area,  Rosie  Rios  signed  crisp  US  notes  for  lines  of  autograph  seekers.  Sales  were  very 
good  for  the  government  agencies.  The  ANA  had  two  seminars  before  the  show.  The  “Grading  Seminar”  was 
sold  out  and  the  “Counterfeit  Seminar”  had  nine  students.  There  were  big  lines  around  the  NGC  tables  on 
Friday,  when  Rick  from  “Pawn  Stars”  signed  8X10  pictures. 

There  were  18  educational  seminars  from  Thursday  through  Saturday.  Attendance  averaged  40-70  people. 
These  were  by  far  the  best  attended  seminars  in  years.  Randy  Campbell  assembled  the  speakers  as  he  does 
every  year.  Great  job!!!. 

The  exhibit  area  run  by  Bob  Russell,  had  32  exhibitors  exhibiting  43  exhibits  in  283  cases.  There  were  12  YN 
competitive  exhibits.  The  Best  of  Show  Exhibit  was  “The  Kings  And  Queens  of  England  Through  Maundy 
Money”  by  Tom  Uram.  He  won  an  all-  expenses  paid  scholarship  to  the  ANA  summer  seminar,  sponsored  by 
Heritage  Auctions.  The  People’s  Choice  Award  went  to  Dennis  Schafluetzel. 

We  had  32  club  members  attend  the  FUN  Coin  Club  Get  Together  on  Saturday.  After  a  buffet  lunch,  we  had  10 
silver  eagle  door  prizes.  ANA  President  Walter  Ostromecki  presented  Tony  Swicer  with  the  ANA  Presidents 
Award.  We  discussed  club  activities. 

The  FUN-  sponsored  club  buses  came  in  on  Friday  &  Saturday.  On  Friday,  Ocala  had  46  on  board  and  Palm 
Beach,  51 .  Saturday  Jacksonville  had  47,  Sarasota  37,  and  West  Hernando  had  27  for  a  total  of  208  club  mem¬ 
bers  on  5  buses. 

There  was  lots  to  do  for  the  kids  with  “Coins  &  Kids”  giving  away  lots  of  prizes.  The  YN  program  administered 
by  Tony  Bonaro  had  60  in  attendance  and  the  Boy  Scout  program  had  62.  Everyone  received  lots  of  freebees. 
The  ANA  Treasure  Trivia  program  had  over  200  kids  participate  and  was  a  huge  success. 

Panda  America  made  and  was  selling  special  FUN  silver  and  gold  Pandas. 

Heritage  Auctions  made  the  news  with  a  1907  $20  Hi  Relief  gold  piece  selling  for  $2,115,000,  a  1793  Chain 
Cent  selling  for  $2,350,000,  and  a  1792  Birch  Cent  selling  for  $2,585,000.  The  FUN  Heritage  Auction  realized 
over  $81  million. 

Thanks  goes  out  to  all  the  Officers  &  Board  of  FUN  along  with  our  volunteers  for  making  this  show  great.  Special 
thanks  goes  to  Convention  Coordinator  Cindy  Wibker  for  the  great  job  of  organizing  everything  and  putting  up 
with  all  the  dealers. 

On  a  sad  note,  long-time  Board  member  Gary  Overton  died  of  a  heart  attack  Friday  night  at  the  Rosen  Center. 
He  was  62  and  he  will  be  missed  by  all  of  us.

Collecting  Morgan  Dollar  Die  Varieties  (Raw  Vam  Dollars) 

by  Richard  T.  Buchs 


When  I  was  14  years  old  in  1963  my  dad  came  home  with  a  bag  of  silver  dollars  that  he  had  gotten  from 
our  local  bank  in  Farmingdale,  N.Y.  My  dad  did  not  collect  coins  but  I  had  started  a  Lincoln  cent  collection 
and  I  was  collecting  the  coins  from  circulation.  I  was  saving  my  money  from  my  allowance  and  from  small 
jobs  in  the  neighborhood,  (mowing  lawns  and  washing  cars).  My  dad  thought  the  silver  dollars  were  special, 
(he  was  born  in  1 907).  He  suggested  I  go  through  the  bag  of  dollars  and  pick  out  the  coins  I  liked  in  exchange 
for  my  savings.  He  reasoned  that  the  silver  was  better  than  paper  and  it  would  encourage  me  to  save  money. 
At  this  time,  (1962  to  1 964)  the  U.S.  Treasury  was  releasing  bags  of  silver  dollars. 

Well  my  dad  brought  home  silver  dollars  week  after  week  and  I  saved  up  about  $200  or  so.  I  remember 
collecting  the  coins  by  date  and  mint  mark.  Unfortunately  ,  no  one  encouraged  me  to  buy  a  book  about 
Morgan  dollars  and  my  friends  were  not  collecting  silver  dollars;  they  were  collecting  cents  and  nickels. 
I  was  unaware  of  any  coin  clubs  and  there  wasn’t  a  YN  program  for  kids  my  age. 

When  I  got  married  in  1971  I  sold  my  silver  dollars  and  my  U.S.  stamp  collection  in  order  to  buy  a  di¬ 
amond  engagement  ring.  That  actually  turned  out  to  be  a  good  investment  since  my  wife  is  still  wearing 
that  ring  44  years  later!  But  to  this  day  I  do  not  know  if  I  had  an  1893S  or  1889CC  or  any  of  the  other 
Morgan  keys  or  semikeys. 

In  2003  I  started  collecting  Morgan  silver  dollars.  But  before  I  made  any  purchases  I  bought  the  books 
and  studied  the  Morgan  series.  I  made  the  usual  collecting  mistakes  until  I  became  more  proficient  in 
telling  one  grade  from  another.  My  wife  took  me  to  the  Jacksonville  FI  coin  show  and  Barbara  Bobbitt 
signed  me  up  as  a  member  of  the  Greater  Jacksonville  Coin  Club.  I  have  served  six  different  years  on 
the  board  since  and  I  am  a  four  time  past  &  current  Vice  President.  My  wife  remembered  I  sold  those 
coins  for  her  and  I  have  her  t 

I  have  collected  the  series  by  date  and  mint  mark  now  only  missing  the  1 895  and  the  1 893S.  But  what 
I  still  missed  was  the  “Thrill  of  the  Hunt”;  I  needed  to  expand  the  Morgan  series  beyond  collecting  by 
date  and  mint  mark.  Sometime  in  2005  I  purchased  a  very  fine  18880  Morgan  dollar  as  a  raw  coin  for 
$30.  I  noticed  the  obverse  was  doubled  and  the  lips  on  liberty  were  odd.  What  I  had  purchased  at  $30

was  an  original  very  fine  VAM  4  “Hot  Lips”  worth  about  $150.  I  was  hooked!  I  purchased  the  Van  Allen- 
Mallis  “Encyclopedia  of  Morgan  &  Peace  Dollars”  and  the  Redbook  “A  Guide  Book  of  Morgan  Silver 
Dollars.”  I  spent  many  months  educating  myself  about  Morgan  die  varieties.  “The  goal  of  the  VAM 
system  is  to  number  and  catalog  every  known  die  variety  by  date  and  mint  mark.”  It  is  a  never  ending 
continuous  process  as  every  Morgan  dollar  is  a  die  variety  already  catalogued  or  yet  to  be  discov¬ 
ered. 

Now  here  was  the  opportunity  to  continue  “The  Thrill  of  the  Hunt”  by  purchasing  raw  Morgan  dollars 
and  identifying  the  significant  die  varieties.  There  are  FOUR  BENEFITS  to  collecting  raw  die  varieties. 
The  FIRST  BENEFIT  is  one  can  collect  the  die  varieties  without  collecting  by  grade.  The  challenge  is 
finding  the  variety;  the  grade  does  not  matter  in  order  to  accomplish  that.  The  SECOND  BENEFIT  is 
purchasing  a  raw  die  variety  that  I  have  located  rather  than  pay  the  dealer  for  a  raw  VAM.  The  most 
costly  method  is  to  purchase  a  graded  VAM  by  the  top  grading  services  but  there  is  not  thrill  to  that. 
The  THIRD  BENEFIT  is  you  teach  yourself  step  by  step,  coin  by  coin,  on  how  to  attribute  a  die  variety 
by  doing  your  own  research.  You  begin  to  learn  hub  types,  date  positioning,  mint  mark  size  and  posi¬ 
tioning,  strike  doubling,  die  cracks  and  die  breaks,  die  clashing,  die  scratches  and  gouges,  over  dates 
and  reed  counts. 

I  do  NOT  recommend  that  any  inexperienced  die  variety  collector  ever  purchase  a  raw  Morgan  die 
variety  from  a  dealer;  at  a  show;  or  at  an  auction.  The  graded  and  attributed  coins  are  out  there  to 
protect  the  casual  collector  if  they  are  willing  to  pay  the  additional  cost  to  get  a  die  variety.  There  are 
many  books  and  articles  about  Morgan  die  varieties.  There  is  a  website  “VAM  WORLD”  that  is  a  most 
valuable  tool  to  research  and  attribute  die  varieties.  The  technical  data,  digital  photos,  will  take  you 
coin  by  coin  through  every  date  and  mint  mark.  You  will  become  familiar  with  the  Morgan  Top  1 00;  the 
Hot  List  50;  the  Hit  List  40;  the  Kimpton’s  and  the  Elite  Clashed  Dies.  You  can  review  every  known 
Morgan  VAM  common  or  not  by  this  website.  There  is  a  club,  which  i  joined,  The  Society  of  Silver 
Dollar  Collectors  that  you  can  join  and  converse  with  other  VAM  collectors  online  and  buy  and  sell 
VAM  dollars. 

Today  I  have  collected  115  (50  are  doubles)  of  the  Top  100  VAM  dollars  almost  all  are  raw  coins.  I 
have  paid  common  prices  for  almost  all  the  raw  VAM  dollars.  Now  there  is  the  FOURTH  BENEFIT  to 
collecting  raw  die  varieties.  I  can  take  those  coins;  the  1878S  VAM  27  Long  Shaft;  the  1887P  VAM  1 A 
Donkey  Tail;  the  1901P  VAM  3  Shifted  Eagle;  the  1880P  VAM  1A2  Broken  Knob  8;  and  the  1903S 
VAM  2  Micro  S;  and  many  others  and  I  can  now  get  them  graded  by  PCGS  or  NGC.  I  have  more 
equity  in  my  Morgan  die  variety  collection  because  I  developed  it  from  raw  coins.  The  collection  has 
now  been  a  good  investment. 

I  have  done  two  VAM  Varieties  presentations;  one  to  the  Greater  Jacksonville  Coin  Club;  and  the  other 
to  The  Ancient  City  Coin  Club  of  St.  Augustine.  I  notice  that  I  have  a  few  club  members  “follow”  me 
around  shows  or  at  club  auctions  as  I  look  at  raw  Morgan  Dollars. They  ask  me  “Is  that  a  VAM?  What 
is  it  worth? 

In  2012  I  brought  50  raw  Top  100  Morgan  Dollars  to  a  show  that  a  VAM  variety  dealer  I  knew  would 
buy  these  doubles.  My  records  indicated  that  I  had  $2200.00  to  $2500.00  invested  in  these  extra  coins. 

I  sold  them  that  day  for  $14,500.00!!!!

Sunday,  January  11,  2015 
Orlando,  Florida 


FUN  President  Tony  Swicer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9:03  AM. 
There  was  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  Gary  Overton. 


Secretary  Donna  Moon  stated  in  her  report  that  there  was  an  election  this  year  with  five  candidates  running  for  five  po¬ 
sitions.  No  election  is  necessary  as  there  is  only  one  candidate  for  each  position  on  the  ballot.  The  secretary  hereby 
casts  one  vote  for  the  slate  of  nominees  which  is  as  follows:  Randy  Campbell,  President,  Bob  Hurst,  Vice  President, 
Donna  Moon,  Secretary  and  Carrie  Best,  Treasurer;  directors  are  Ed  Abbott,  Jim  Best,  Nancy  Casey,  Bernie  Ososky, 
and  Cindy  Wibker.  There  were  two  YN  applicants  for  the  YN  Essay  Contest;  the  winner  is  to  be  announced  later  during 
the  meeting  and  no  adult  applications  were  received. 


Treasurer  Carrie  Best  gave  her  treasurer’s  report  to  the  membership. 


Bob  Russell  gave  his  portion  of  the  General  Chairman’s  Report  on  the  60th  Anniversary  of  FUN.  There  were  special 
lapel  pins  prepared  for  the  occasion.

The  U.S.  Treasurer,  Rosa 
“Rosie”  Rios,  also  attended  our  convention  on  Thursday  to  help  open  the  convention,  sign  autographs  and  meet  the 
public.  The  Eureka  Minting  is  back  this  year  minting  special  collectibles  for  our  guests.  Dennis  Boggs,  as  Abraham 
Lincoln,  is  always  entertaining  and  knowledgeable  of  American  History.  Ray  Dillard,  aka  “Old  Crank”  will  roll  a  special 
souvenir  of  the  convention  for  you,  or  let  you  roll  your  own.  Our  friends  from  Piedmont  Gold  Panners  travel  down  from 
North  Carolina  with  their  pans,  trough  and  gold  so  our  guests  can  find  their  own  treasure.  We  also  had  a  special  ap¬ 
pearance  by  some  of  the  Pawn  Stars  at  NGC’s  booths  on  Friday  afternoon.  All  of  these  guests  of  FUN  added  a  special 
touch  and  made  this  convention  one  to  remember. 

Wibker  also  stated  we’re  still  wrapping  up  FUN  2015  and  looking  forward  to  Summer  FUN  with  excitement.  The  Summer 
FUN  show  will  be  in  Orlando  in  this  building.  She  extended  an  invitation  to  everyone  to  join  us  in  July  and  plan  ahead 
for  FUN  2016  in  Tampa.

Wibker  delivered  the  membership  chairman’s  report  stating 
we  have  717  Life  Members,  2664  Regular  Adult  Members, 
401  Associate  Adult  Members  and  258  junior  members.  It 
was  further  stated  this  number  includes  974  members  that 
have  not  yet  paid  for  2015.  Some  of  these  will  renew  at 
this  convention  and  others  will  be  sent  a  “final  notice”  in 
February  or  March.  It  is  expected  FUN  will  sign  up  350 
new  members  during  this  convention.  After  the  new  mem¬ 
bers  are  included  and  those  that  have  not  paid  2015  dues 
are  deleted  it  is  expected  the  membership  will  remain 
steady  at  3,700-3,800  members.

Topics  Magazine.  Since  this  is  his  third  time  winning  the 
literary  award,  Mr.  Bieda  will  receive  a  check  in  the  amount 
of  $100.00  rather  than  the  traditional  clock  and  pen  set.
